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An Account of the Celebration 


HE gratitude and affection felt by the Alumni, Faculties, 

and Students of Harvard University toward President 
Eliot, the appreciation of his services by the educational world, 
and the warm regard of the public, all manifested on many 
occasions in the past, made it certain that his Ninetieth Birth- 
day would not pass unnoticed. Indeed, had there been no 
formal observance of the day, these feelings would not have 
lacked abundant, if informal, expression. The plan to make 
that expression conform in part to the tradition of academic 
ceremonial at Harvard was due to a desire to lay claim to the 
day and to the long career it celebrated as a greatly significant 
part of Harvard history, and to provide a worthy channel for 
the outpouring of the public tributes that were sure to be 
offered. 

From various sources suggestions in favor of a public cele- 
bration were made during the year preceding March 20, 1924. 
Some of these came from persons but remotely interested in 
Harvard University, and many, of course, came from the 
Alumni. Committees were appointed by the Directors of the 
Harvard Alumni Association and the President of the Associ- 
ated Harvard Clubs in October and November, and these 
committees arrived, through joint conferences, at the plan 
eventually adopted by both Alumni bodies and approved by 
the authorities of the University. The plan, in brief, provided 
for an Academic Meeting in Sanders Theatre, at which con- 
gratulatory messages should be delivered to President Eliot 
by appointed spokesmen for the President and Fellows of 
Harvard College, the Board of Overseers, the Faculties, the 
Students, the Alumni, and the Public. To this programme a 
welcome addition was made possible through the generous 
initiative of the Presidents of Yale, Princeton, and Columbia 
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Universities, who circulated among the heads of Colleges, 
Universities, and Learned Societies of this country a letter 
inviting them, if they were so disposed, to transmit messages 
of congratulation addressed to President Eliot, these messages 
to be assembled in advance and suitably delivered to him as 
part of the celebration. Messages were also invited by the 
President of the Associated Harvard Clubs from the constit- 
uent Clubs throughout the world; and others were prepared 
by each of the University Faculties and by the representatives 
of the Students in each department. For all of these mes- 
sages paper of uniform size was supplied, so that they might 
be conveniently assembled and eventually preserved in bound 
volumes. 

The representation of the Public in the conduct of the cele- 
bration was provided by the formation of an Honorary Com- 
mittee of Citizens, of which the Honorable Calvin Coolidge, 
President of the United States, accepted the Chairmanship; 
and the then living ex-Presidents, — the Honorable William 
H. Taft, and the Honorable Woodrow Wilson, — the Governor 
of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, the Honorable 
Channing H. Cox, and the Premier of Canada, the Honorable 
W.L. Mackenzie King, accepted Vice-Chairmanships. Upon 
the lamented death of Mr. Wilson, the retention of his name 
on the programme received the sympathetic acquiescence of 
Mrs. Wilson. The membership of the Committee consisted of 
leading citizens of the United States and Canada, chosen 
from various professions and occupations, and headed by the 
Governors of Connecticut, Rhode Island, New Hampshire, 
Vermont, and Maine. 

The Alumni were formally represented in the conduct of the 
celebration by an Honorary Committee, of which the Presi- 
dent of the Alumni Association, the Honorable Edward T. 
Sanford, 85, was Chairman and the President of the Asso- 
ciated Harvard Clubs, Charles T. Greve, Esq., 84, was Vice- 
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Chairman. The Committee consisted of all the living ex- 
presidents of the Alumni Association and of the Associated 
Harvard Clubs, to whom were added an Executive Committee 
which comprised the two special committees originally ap- 
pointed by the two bodies to have direct charge of the ar- 
rangements. 

The Students of the University were represented by a Com- 
mittee representing the various departments, with the First 
Marshal of the Senior Class in Harvard College as Chairman. 
Owing to the limited space in Sanders Theatre, the Students’ 
Committee undertook to arrange a gathering of the Students 
of the University in the College Yard, immediately after the 
exercises in Sanders Theatre, in order that they might have 
a fuller opportunity than their formal representation in the 
Sanders Theatre programme afforded, for their own tribute to 
President Eliot. 

A desire having been expressed by certain intending bene- 
factors of the University to associate the announcement of 
their gifts with the celebration of President Eliot’s birthday, 
the programme of the exercises in Sanders Theatre was made 
to include such an announcement. , 

Such being the design and organization of the Celebration, 
President Eliot’s assent to its general features was obtained, 
but without his cognizance of more details than were sufficient 
to assure his presence; and when the day came round, the 
carrying out of the programme as planned was assured by 
favorable weather, the presence of all those designated to bear 
the principal part in the proceedings, and an eager demand for 
admission far exceeding the limited accommodations of San- 
ders Theatre. 

In the following pages are set forth the programme of the 
day’s proceedings, the addresses delivered in Sanders Theatre 
and the Yard, and the written messages brought by the spokes- 
men of the Faculties, Students, and the Alumni of the Uni- 
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versity, and the Colleges, Universities, and Learned Societies 
of the country. The contents of this volume are necessarily 
limited almost exclusively to the official record of the pro- 
ceedings; for it would take many volumes to include the letters 
from individuals and associations, and the tributes of the 
national press. But the record would be incomplete if mention 
were not made of this vast expression of public and private 
regard; for it was the background of more than nation-wide 
feeling that gave reality and significance to the sentiments em- 
bodied in the formal proceedings of this great day. 

The music for the celebration was furnished by an orchestra 
selected from the Boston Symphony Orchestra, and by the 
Harvard Glee Club, which, under its present Director, Pro- 
fessor Archibald T. Davison, has achieved and on this 
occasion exhibited an excellence which has made it a worthy 
and indispensable adjunct of academic solemnia. 

The reservations of seats in Sanders Theatre were limited to 
relatives and a few intimate friends of President and Mrs. 
Eliot, to the Professors, Associate and Assistant Professors, 
and administrative officers of the University, and to those 
who marched in the Academic Procession. All the rest of the 
space in the Theatre was reserved generally for teachers and 
Alumni until shortly before the hour when the exercises were 
to begin, when the doors were thrown open to the public.

The Procession entered Sanders Theatre at the appointed 
hour. President Eliot took his place on the platform between 
the President of the Alumni Association and the President of 
the Associated Harvard Clubs, Mr. Justice Sanford presiding. 
The Corporation took their accustomed places behind the rail, 
President Lowell remaining with them until he came forward 
to deliver his address, after which he was seated at Mr. Justice 
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Sanford’s left. The delegations from the Faculties occupied 
the left of the platform and the Overseers and guests the right. 
The speakers were announced by the Chief Marshal, by name 
and title. 

At the conclusion of the exercises, precisely at five o’clock, 
President Eliot and the other dignitaries withdrew from the 
Theatre and proceeded to the Yard, where a large gathering 
of students was waiting. President Eliot, escorted by the 
Presidents of the Alumni bodies, President Lowell, Mr. Chief 
Justice Taft, and Governor Cox, took his place on a low 
platform in front of University Hall. The Chief Marshal of 
the Senior Class presented addresses from the students of the 
several departments, and President Eliot made his response. 
The celebration then ended with hearty cheers for President 
Eliot by the students, and the singing of “Fair Harvard” by 
the whole assemblage. 


Addresses in Sanders Theatre 


MR. JUSTICE SANFORD 


E have met to celebrate the ninetieth birthday of Dr. 

Charles William Eliot, President Emeritus of Harvard 
University — clarum et venerabile nomen. On behalf of those 
under whose auspices this meeting is held, I salute this distin- 
guished gathering of scholars and citizens assembled here to- 
day to felicitate our beloved guest upon this gladsome anniver- 
sary, and to bear witness to the honor, reverence, and affection 
in which he is held among all the sons of Harvard, in the world 
of scholarship and letters, and throughout the length and 
breadth of our Republic. We greet you, one and all, with most 
cordial welcome. 

Illustrious and Venerable Guest: All these assembled here 
salute you. We welcome you with rejoicings; we greet you 
with congratulations; we delight to do you honor and to pay 
you the tribute of our devotion. 

Of your services to Harvard, to education, to scholarship, to 
the higher life of men, it will be the privilege of others to speak 
today. Yet I may give voice to one feeling deep in all our 
hearts: the joy that, as the advancing years have given you so 
richly of their wisdom, they have endowed you also with con- 
tinuing strength. 

You have been ever a valiant soldier of the truth; a “happy 
warrior,” strong, serene, and steadfast, in the full meaning of 
the poet’s phrase — with, I imagine, something of the Puri- 
tan’s delight in the joy of righteous conflict. We rejoice that 
you are still clad in your shining armor; that your soul is radi- 
ant with the spirit of youth. 

Your voice is calm in a hurried and restless age. It tells us of 
life’s abiding happiness and enduring satisfactions; that they 
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lie not in pride of place and power, in greed of gold and vain 
display, but in simple and elemental things: in the love that 
glorifies the home; in health of body and mind; in labor that is 
of service to your fellow men; and in the joy of work well done. 
You teach us to be honest in thought; steadfast and true; 
tolerant, of open mind, and just; and to be of courage and good 
cheer, having faith in the power of truth, faith in our fellow 
men and in democracy, faith in God and in the increasing pur- 
pose that through the ages runs. 

I bring you, Sir, with especial gratitude and tenderness, the 
greetings of Harvard men. Your thought, your devotion, your 
wisdom, have entered into the very making of Harvard, into 
the deepest foundations of its life, as we have known it and 
as it is and will be; your visions are inwrought in the structure 
of its stately edifice, embedded in its strength and gleaming in 
its beauty. You, through Harvard, have shaped the courses of 
our lives. 

We recall today the memorable phrase in which you have 
described the University graduates as “the living Harvard 
force.” And, as our birthday gift, it is my privilege to present 
to you, in behalf of the Alumni Association, a symbol of that 
“living force”—a copy of the new “Alumni Directory,” 
bound in crimson leather, containing the names of all living 
Harvard men, numbering more than 43,000. We trust that it 
may be to you a fireside friend, speaking to you as the voice 
of Harvard; and that in the sunshine of the morning and the 
quiet of the evening this voice may murmur to you, in a 
melody charming as the harp of Orpheus, of the admiration, 
gratitude, and love of the men of Harvard, and breathe to you 
their prayer that your years may be long in the house of your 
fathers, in strength of days and joy of work, and that your 
paths may be those of pleasantness and peace, illuminated by 
the affection that tenderly shines upon you. 
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[At this point the Cuter Marsuat, by request of the Presi- 
dent of the Harvard Alumni Association, stated that, in addi- 
tion to the volume just presented, the Association had also 
given to the University a special fund, to be known as the 
“Charles William Eliot Fund,” and to be used for the pur- 
chase of such books for the College Library as President Eliot 
shall designate.] 


PRESIDENT LOWELL 


On behalf of the Corporation of the University, whose counsels 
you directed for forty years, I have the honor to express to 
you, Sir, their congratulations and their gratefulness. 

In the four minutes allotted to each of us it would be futile 
to try to speak of all the claims to the esteem of his fellow 
graduates and citizens of the man we meet to reverence here 
today. Nor would even a brief summary be possible of the 
work done in his life that now reaches ninety years — a life of 
unceasing and tireless energy devoted without stint to educa- 
tion and to public interests. Much has been said, and will be 
said here, of the many achievements in that long career of 
service. One may, however, dwell for a moment upon some 
single pervasive quality which, throughout the trials, the ob- 
stacles, and the struggles of these years, he has possessed in 
unfailing and triumphant strength. That quality, unfortu- 
nately rare, is courage. 

From first to last Mr. Eliot has been an educational warrior. 
Elected President at thirty-five, dealing with colleagues in 
Faculties and Governing Boards much older than himself, 
many of them clinging tenaciously to the traditions of the 
past, he grappled fearlessly with the problems of the time. 
Undismayed by the opposition of men of weight among the 
graduates, by the frowns of almost all rival institutions, and 
by sharp public criticism, he pursued without flinching the end 
he had in view. Nor did he ever shun reform in a department 
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of the University because it involved for years a serious falling 
off in the number of students but persisted calmly until public 
confidence should approve the change. 

Never in education or in public questions did he shrink 
from taking the unpopular side, but trusted to his faith in the 
rectitude of his own convictions. More, perhaps, than ever 
before is such a quality needed in our leading citizens, and 
above all is it essential in those who are charged with the 
training of youth. Like most strong characters he has, no 
doubt, rated his own courage lightly, for it is an integral part 
of his vigorous nature; but we who bring him today our trib- 
ute of respect may well marvel at its force and its resistless 
potency. 


MR. WIGGLESWORTH 


PresIDENT Exior: The Board of Overseers claim you not only 
as an eminent President of their University, but as their hon- 
ored associate and comrade. You have been a member of the 
Board longer than anyone else and, as in every work which 
you have undertaken, your word and your example have been 
an inspiring influence. 

Dumas was once asked by a lady how he managed to grow 
old so gracefully. He replied: ““Madam, I devote my whole 
time to it.” You, Mr. President, have never devoted any part 
of your time to growing old; you have devoted the whole of it 
to useful service and continuous development. Your life has 
been a striking example of unflagging and methodical industry 
in fields of the highest usefulness. 

The heights by great men reached and kept 
Were not attained by sudden flight, 


But they, while their companions slept, 
Were toiling upward in the night. 


To such a life there is no old age. Instead, it is progress on- 
ward and upward forever. In a tribute once paid to Washing- 
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ton are words whose fitness for this occasion is most striking. 
Of you too, Sir, it may be said: “In disaster, calm; in success, 
moderate; in all, himself.”

In that nation, your record 
shall stand beside the names of those who founded the Republic, made it 
secure, and led it forward toward new heights of happiness and truth. In 
a life which has far outrun the ancient limit of the Psalmist, you have not 
ceased to love justice and to point steadfastly toward wisdom. Where you 
have led, a nation follows. We greet you, then, speaking from the heart in 
words which through the generations have expressed the full measure of 
gratitude for service given without stint: 

“How beautiful a thing is judgment for gray hairs and for elders to know 
counsel! How beautiful is the wisdom of old men, and thought and coun- 
sel to men that are in honour! Much experience is the crown of old men; 
and their glorying is the fear of the Lord.” 


Tue Boarp or OvERSEERS OF HARVARD UNIVERSITY

To you, Mr. President, from whose hand the members of 
the Board have received their degrees, it is fitting that they 
should now present this document which, although not strictly 
an honorary degree, conveys to you all the honor that comes 
from the affectionate admiration of the entire Board. 
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DEAN BRIGGS 


Presipent Extor: You have said that the successes of your 
administration belong less to you than to the men who worked 
with you. In that group, as in any group of which you were 
a member, you were leader by the “divine right” of natural 
gifts and commanding character. It is true that the Faculties 
whose greetings I bring you today worked with you, for they 
were yours—yours not because their members believed in all 
your policies: many did not. You chose them because they 
loved learning and work and Harvard; and they became yours 
because they believed in you. Yours also because you believed: 
in them. They might oppose you as they would. If they dis- 
agreed with you, they were ashamed not to oppose you, for 
you taught them to speak what was in them, without favor 
and without fear. You taught them also that you cared for 
what they thought; that you would listen to it with endless 
patience, and would meet it with uncompromising sincerity, 
so that no man need leave your presence misunderstanding or 
misunderstood. 

As a presiding officer you combined dignity with informality. 
Professor Charles Eliot Norton once pleaded for more meetings 
of the Faculty, because those meetings afforded opportunities 
for the study of human nature. Some of us have thought that 
in your tolerance of prolonged and tiresome debates there was 
more than patience — there was research. You were studying 
us all, and studying us hard. And when we had rambled on 
until we ourselves were weary, you brought us and the sub- 
ject home again, summarizing the debate in a few memorable 
words. 

Of your personal kindness I might say much, for you lost 
sight of not one man among us. Of your administrative gener- 
osity it is enough to say that you gave free use of the Univer- 
sity printing press to a Faculty minority who wished publicly 
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to combat one of your cherished plans; that the printed argu- 
ment of this minority was signed by many young instructors 
whose academic future was in your power; and that at the 
end of the year certain of the signers whose appointments had 
expired were promoted to full professorships. In personal 
matters the strongest man on the Faculty was the most self- 
effacing. 

I remember your saying, of an address of congratulation 
read to you at a Faculty meeting by Dean Dunbar, that the 
word you liked best was “fairness,” and that you liked it best 
because of your somewhat eager nature. I remember your 
saying that, when you were chosen President, an old friend 
asked you what quality you thought would help you most, 
and that when you said “energy,”’ he said “patience.”’ For 
energy, patience, fairness, for faith in youth, for noble leader- 
ship, for all that you have been and are to us, we, who are 
proud to have worked with you and for you, the several 
Faculties of the University, greet you today with gratitude 
affectionate and abiding. 


MR. MACVEAGH 


Ir might seem that, compared with the men who have pre- 
ceded me, I must speak under a severe handicap. In the first 
place, for obvious reasons. In the second, because, while they 
represent men who have:achieved, I represent men who can 
only claim to aspire. And, if that is one definition of a uni- 
versity student, a more common one is a man who has not yet 
made up his mind. 

In ordinary circumstances what chance would there be for 
the representative of more than six thousand men who had 
not yet made up their minds? Probably very little. But this 
is no ordinary occasion, and there is one thing on which the 
students are unanimously agreed. It is, Sir, in their desire to 
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honor you. And it is to this end that they wish to present to 
the University your portrait, which they all know. It is but 
a small expression of the gratitude that they feel. 

From you they have received an intellectual heritage they 
both love and cherish — the Harvard that you created. From 
you they have received an inspiration that will be lasting. 

Their one regret is that they cannot greet you in this build- 
ing. Yet there is no building that could withstand the shock 
of their greeting. And so they are now gathering outside, 
amid surroundings that have become inseparable parts of 
their lives, to give you a fitting reception in their own barbaric 
way. 

Their gift to the University in your honor marks their grati- 
tude and respect. The cheering will mark their enthusiasm. 
These are signs they would not have you miss, but they are 
signs of recognition only. For their debt to you is one they 
can only recognize. It is one they can never pay. 


MR. GREVE 


Tue Associated Harvard Clubs, representing Harvard organ- 
izations and Harvard men from the four quarters of the earth 
and beyond the seven seas, meeting today in many places, 
greet you by these written messages conveying assurance of 
profound respect, unqualified admiration, and boundless affec- 
tion for one who combines the unconquerable spirit of youth 
with calm serenity of matured wisdom and trained judgment 
— to us, the first of living Americans. We wish you the great 
happiness of many opportunities for usefulness in the future. 


PRESIDENT ANGELL 


Tue colleges, universities, and learned societies of our country 
honor themselves in bringing to you, upon your ninetieth 
birthday, their greetings of affection and respect. For three- 
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score years and ten you have played a part in the development 
of our national education, and for fifty-five of these years, 
from the moment when you assumed the presidency of Har- 
vard, men have recognized in you a leader without peer. 

You have been the apostle of responsible freedom. At the 
beginning of your presidency, you found the so-called elective 
system struggling feebly for existence. You made yourself its 
champion and by unflagging and courageous efforts estab- 
lished it firmly at Harvard, whence it spread to practically 
every college throughout the land. In part by reason of your 
wider vision and in part because the elective system could not 
reach its full possibilities without such expansion, you gave 
your efforts to the enrichment of the college course by the 
introduction of new and vital subjects, beyond anything known 
in an earlier day. Other institutions followed your example 
in this matter, to the great profit of all American education. 

You saw the vision of a great university, and at a critical 
time in the history of Harvard, as well as in the history of 
general collegiate education in this country, you led the way 
out from the narrower atmosphere of the old New England 
college into the large and invigorating air of the modern uni- 
versity. Harvard was thus spared a period of possible medi- 
ocrity, and her influence was instantly made to count for 
liberal and progressive conceptions. 

You conceived scholarship in larger and more creative forms 
than had been customary in American institutions, and, by 
so doing, you not only turned Harvard into a great exponent 
of real learning — you indirectly gave courage and comfort to 
the many men who elsewhere, against seemingly hopeless odds, 
were struggling to gain recognition for the same ideals. 

You trusted honorable youth to accept, when granted, the 
obligations flowing from freedom, and you supported the efforts 
of others like-minded with yourself, to remove from college 
students a host of minor restrictions and requirements affecting 
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their daily life. In this, also, many institutions have followed 
your lead. 

You urged a richer and more plastic conception of liberal 
education than that under which you yourself had been reared, 
seeking recognition, on a parity with the older classical studies, 
for the languages and literatures of contemporary peoples, to- 
gether with their history, contending especially for the riches 
of the mother tongue, while pressing upon reluctant hearers 
the cultural and disciplinary value of modern science. 

Not the least of your services was your insistent demand 
for improved methods of instruction, which inevitably brought 
you into conflict with that large and tenacious class of wor- 
shippers of things-as-they-are. Indeed, it is difficult for us 
who so long have known you, with prestige unchallenged, to 
realize the weary years of struggle which passed before your 
views gained ascendancy. Yours was no Pyrrhic victory, no 
hollow sham. 

Perhaps most significant of all your achievements for edu- 
cation has been your constant and intimate interest in all 
which makes for sound citizenship, political purity, and the 
welfare of the commonwealth. In your person “the scholar 
in politics” has conveyed no invidious innuendo. It has meant 
that thorough knowledge, clear thinking, fearless courage, and 
tenacious purpose have been put at the service of the public 
by one totally devoid of selfish interest and above the lure of 
political preferment. Your example has not only brought 
Harvard and other colleges into close contact with the urgent 
issues of contemporary life, it has also given the public a new 
and illuminating insight into the resources of personality con- 
tained in our universities, a fresh appreciation of the contri- 
butions to human progress which they may make. You have 
thus brought closer together the spirit of learning and the 
spirit of democracy, in whose union lies our fairest hope for 
the future. 
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We, the representatives of the learned societies, and of the 
colleges and universities of the land, wish for you, in whom 
we see embodied the unquenchable spirit of youth, yet many 
years of happiness in service. 


GOVERNOR COX 


In statesmanship, literature, art, science, commerce, and in- 
dustry, the sons of Massachusetts have nobly served the Com- 
monwealth, the Republic, and the World. In education, the 
handmaiden of all these things, her sons have been, from the 
time of the colonies, prophets and guides. To you, Charles W. 
Eliot, one of her greatest sons of all time, to whom your fellow 
citizens for over half a century have turned with attentive ear 
for advice and counsel in whatever affects their industrial, 
social, and civic life, it is my happy privilege to express the 
regard and high honor in which the Commonwealth holds you, 
—a leader in education, an apostle of intellectual liberty, a 
friend of democracy, and one who now, as always, both prac- 
tises and preaches the gospel of hope and believes that the 
welfare of mankind is the first concern of men. 


CHIEF JUSTICE TAFT 


Mr. Cuarrman: The President of the United States has asked 
me to bear his cordial felicitations to Dr. Eliot upon the cele- 
bration of his ninetieth birthday. The President feels great 
regret that he cannot be here in person to take part in this 
expression of love, gratitude, and respect for one whose long 
life has been full of constant and eminent usefulness in pro- 
moting the welfare of his fellow men. 

The most ambitious and the most difficult task that man 
has attempted is successful self-government. When people are 
herded as cattle under the rule of the strongest, the problem 
is a simple one of force and discipline. The few are intelligent 
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and controlling and are united to keep the many under their 
will. But when government is based on the electoral equality 
of all among a people who vary much in conditions of bodily 
comfort and estate, in natural capacity, in trained intelligence, 
in self-restraint, in a sense of justice, and in the interest of 
each in the welfare of all, it is not easy safely to interpret the 
popular will into effective action, and at the same time secure 
the just rights of the minority. Experience has proved that 
parties are indispensable in working out this problem, and, 
the fewer parties there are, the greater the chance of efficient 
action toward a desired end. But if the party convention and 
the party leaders are to be the only exponents of political opin- 
ion, party expediency will shrivel all reforms, and progress 
will cease. In no kind of government, therefore, is independent 
and courageous non-partisan leadership in economic, social, 
and political discussion so vital as in a democracy. 

Such leadership does not count numbers in its following. It 
does not trim its sails to catch the wind of popular acclaim. 
Its concern is with its facts, its logic, its clearness of vision, its 
own disinterestedness, its freedom from prejudice, its concern 
for the common welfare, its power of reasoned statement, its 
real prophetic faculty. With these, it seeks no census, conven- 
tion, or primary. It tells the truth to the electors, however 
unpalatable. It abides the slowly waking but clarified convic- 
tions of the people taught by hard experience, and achieves a 
real advance by the occasional overthrow of party rule. It may 
not always be right. It may underestimate practical objections 
to measures it urges; but it promotes discussion on a plane of 
unselfish patriotic endeavor, and offers to a great electorate, 
groping for the welfare of the State, a high standard of judg- 
ment and a freedom from the self-seeking of groups. 

The number who can succeed to such leadership is small. 
They must have won the confidence of the public by long ser- 
vice in the sight of men in fields in which they are acknowl- 
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edged masters. Their influence upon the body politic must be 
a consequence of their actual and proved achievements for the 
community in other than the domain of party government. 

Dr. Eliot is a leader and prophet of the people in this true 
sense. His primacy in all educational reform, his interest in 
adjusting the equities of the laborer and the capitalist, and the 
useful candor in which he points out the shortcomings of each, 
his abiding enthusiasm for the promotion of municipal govern- 
ments in which the welfare of the citizen is most intimately 
bound up, his yearning for the enlargement of the lungs of con- 
gested cities in parks and playgrounds, his activity in the hus- 
banding and preservation of the National resources, his patient, 
persistent, consistent advocacy of the reform of the Civil Serv- 
ice, his earnest labor in the cause of international peace, have 
prompted his lay sermons and made men hearken to him. 

He is an individualist. He accepts only what approves itself 
to him. No mass inclination carries him to a conclusion. He 
loves liberty and democracy. He loyally yields to the majority 
when ordered liberty requires such yielding; but he never 
ceases to advocate a change in the popular verdict, should he 
deem it unjust. His training in the traditions and freedom of 
discussion in the town meeting has followed him. His New 
England conscience is as erect, as powerful, and as unbending 
as his stature. His love of religious liberty and resentment at 
intolerance are part of his being and sensitive to the slightest 
alarm. Liberal beyond the sympathy of many, in an absence 
of creed he would cherish religion as the greatest agency in the 
advance of mankind. 

His life has borne testimony to his deep love for his fellow 
men, and his constant solicitude for the right solution of their 
problems. It has given him a pulpit from which he has 
preached as few men have preached to our people. He has 
represented no class. He has banished all prejudice. He has 
subjected every problem to the test of a judicial spirit of in- 
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quiry. It is not fulsome to say that he has wielded greater 
power with the intelligent democracy of this country than any 
other unofficial citizen of his time. 

No position could be higher in a republic. None more im- 
portant. A healthy popular government must always have 
its ultimate strength in public opinion. Those who lead it out- 
side of parties are rarely called to official station. Party or- 
ganization and party fealty make them ineligible. They have 
no personal political ambition and do not seek the suffrage of 
the people. Yet they are at times, in crises of our country’s 
life, the ultimate arbiters. 

On behalf of the American people, I tender to Dr. Eliot their 
profound congratulations on his long life of usefulness and 
honor, and their deep and grateful appreciation of the work 
that he has done for them as their untitled champion for more 
than half a century. To him, as the most distinguished and 
most honored of our “Elder Statesmen,’ may there come 
many years of happy life in the consciousness of arduous duty 
done. 


BISHOP LAWRENCE 


In the course of this meeting two familiar notes have not been 
struck — the recital before the alumni of the needs of the Uni- 
versity and of the gifts whereby those needs may be met. It 
would be ill for me to intrude upon the University’s needs, a 
privilege given only to the President or to the President Emeri- 
tus. But on this occasion, this happy birthday party given, 
Dr. Eliot, in recognition of your illustrious life, I have the 
satisfaction of making this announcement — that the friends 
of the University, your friends, for the better support of cer- 
tain departments, have made gifts amounting to $1,250,000. 
We hope, as you hope, and paraphrasing your own statement, 
that, in the near future, there will persist such gifts and that 
they will be ample and enduring.

Response of President Eliot 


Dear Frienps: The affectionate note of these tributes goes 
straight to my heart. It fills me with wonder; but it touches 
me deeply. This day is going to be one of the happiest and 
most delightful of my memories. I have received the enco- 
miums of the speakers with a certain sense that I have not 
been fully understood. One of them said that I had an unusual] 
amount of courage. That has never entered my mind. I con- 
fess to recognizing another quality to which President Lowell 
referred — a readiness for combat. I look back upon my life 
as a boy, sometimes engaged in the rough-and-tumble fights 
which we boys used to have on Boston Common, and I recog- 
nize that at a tender age I did display considerable enjoyment 
of fighting. But when it comes to maturer life, I find that the 
source of this quality described as courage is simply this — 
that I never stopped in any attempts of mine because I en- 
countered opposition. I was just regardless of risks and op- 
position. I was eager to do something in the future. It was 
that part of my nature which enabled me to look forward and 
not back, to look out and not in. 

Now at the close of my life, or near the close, I do not know 
any better advice to give to the graduates of Harvard College, 
or to the undergraduates, than that contained in those two 
phrases of Edward Everett Hale’s: “Look forward and not 
backward — Look out and not in.” 

I confess I received with great delight what the President of 
the University said about the spreading influence of Harvard 
in the present day; but we of the household do not say much 
about that. 

I recognize that I have been unusually strong and have had 
unusually good health, and that a great deal of the influence I 
have exerted — what has been described as my personality — 
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is derived from those two facts, strength and health; and with 
those two advantages went a great joy in work, — just in 
work. I do not stop to consider why I had joy in work. I 
never looked in enough to think of that. But joy in work has 
been the source of a large part of the satisfactions of my life. 
Now, that is just a gift of nature — from grandparents as well 
as from parents. Those inheritances determined my life in 
many respects. They determined my natural disposition to- 
wards work, towards research, towards persistent inquiry. 
This liking for research was developed in me in Harvard Col- 
lege through the personal kindness of my teacher in chemistry, 
Professor Josiah P. Cooke, who took me into his private labo- 
ratory. He gave me(from 1850 to1853) the opportunity to learn 
what the process of scientific experimentation and search for 
truth was. My friends, I was the only undergraduate between 
1849 and 1853 who had any such blessing. It was a sense of 
this privilege that first enlisted me, when I became a teacher of 
Harvard College, in the advocacy of choice among studies; it 
first induced me to call for volunteers from my class in pre- 
scribed mathematics to do a hard piece of surveying work — 
the first call for extra work in the field that was ever made ona 
College class. 

To go back to the description given by another of the speak- 
ers of my conduct as President, I may say that I recognized the 
accuracy of his description, particularly when he said that in 
listening to debates in the Faculty and in inviting my oppo- 
nents to speak, I was probably pursuing with a good deal of 
perspicacity a study of those men — that I was making up my 
mind whether these zealous opponents were of the right stuff 
to be made professors in Harvard University. That is just 
what I was doing. 

Consider now the sources of my career as a teacher. Those 
sources were in the times, in that wonderful period of human 
history, in which my whole educational career lay. Think of 
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it! When I was coming on as a teacher in Harvard, the great 
prophets and exponents of experimental science in Europe and 
America were taking possession of that great field. Think how 
the philosophers of the world were preaching attention to the 
individual and proclaiming the immense variety in human na- 
ture. Think how James Russell Lowell told us in 1886 that 
democracy must not only raise the average mass, but must 
give a free field to all the finest qualities of human nature; for 
that is the only salvation for democracy. Think how Emerson 
came into power in the days of my youth. Think how Oliver 
Wendell Holmes, as a teacher of anatomy, physiology, and the 
carrying of contagion, enlarged the conception of human saga- 
city, penetration, and discrimination, and combined with that 
instruction great power of expression in both prose and poetry. 
Think how Asa Gray, Joseph Henry, Jeffries Wyman, Ben- 
jamin Peirce, and Louis Agassiz were the leaders in American 
science and in methods of teaching science. All that came out 
of the times when I was a young teacher in Harvard; out of 
that extraordinary period have come the ideals and the lessons 
which I have followed all through my active career. Then, as 
the years went by and the period of combat and persistent 
effort against opposition passed, and the new structure of 
Harvard University began to take effect, think how the Divi- 
sions and the Faculties gave me the opportunity to see where 
modern education was going, and where it ought to go. Now 
and then I could help their labors, especially in the Medical 
Faculty; but it was the strength of the Harvard Faculties 
themselves which filled me with strength and what is called 
leadership. I gave expression and opportunity to their hopes, 
aspirations, and devotions; and great was the privilege of so 
doing. You must therefore attribute the successes which I 
have been privileged to win to thevery fortunate circumstances 
of my life, to the leadership of the extraordinary philosophers 
and scientists of my time. 
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And now I want to say a word to the graduates of Harvard 
here assembled. I cannot find better words than those I used 
in my inaugural address in October, 1869. They apply today. 

“There have been doubts, in times yet recent, whether cul- 
ture were not selfish; whether men of refined tastes and man- 
ners could really love Liberty, and be ready to endure hardness 
for her sake. . . . In yonder old playground, fit spot whereon 
to commemorate the manliness which there was nurtured, 
shall soon rise a noble monument which for generations will 
give convincing answer to such shallow doubts; for over its 
gates will be written: “In memory of the sons of Harvard who 
died for their country.’ The future of the University will not 
be unworthy of its past.” 

How the young Harvard men have demonstrated in the 
World War that that last line is true— “The future of the 
University will not be unworthy of its past.” But let me, 
finally, emphasize the duty of Harvard men, of all educated 
men, to serve their country in peace as well as in war. I call 
upon the younger Harvard graduates, and by and by I shall 
call on the undergraduates, to serve their country with devo- 
tion and at sacrifice in peace as well as in war. 


Address in the Yard 


MR. HUBBARD 


Presipent Exot: In Sanders Theatre we have just heard 
the feelings of many men expressed in their relation to you. 
They represent groups connected with Harvard and hence 
with you, and their esteem is the greatest tribute. When 
I consider what I represent, I am struck with awe. The 
students of this University are of widely scattered places, be- 
liefs, and customs, yet they are all bound by a common tie — 
love of the strength of their University which is such a direct 
outcome of your work. We have come to pay our tribute with 
love rather than with distant admiration. 

The men now in the University are but a second in the pass- 
ing of time, like a single view of a bird in flight; yet it is in this 
student body that the strength of Harvard lies. The men come 
and go, and it is by chance that we are here now — that I 
have the honor of speaking today; yet the foundations are 
not on shifting sands, for the traditions of this place, and love 
for it, carry unity. 

Even the customs are continually changing, and we are but 
a stage in an advancing process. So it is with a keen sense of 
the impossibility of true representation that I present to you 
these tributes from all the departments of your University. 
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Response of President Eliot 


Wuar has just been said anticipates what I intended to say, 
namely, that the spirit of Harvard is wonderfully permanent 
in spite of the great variety of views, opinions, and practices 
in public and private life on the part of its graduates. I saw 
exactly that same spirit among the young men of Harvard 
when the Civil War broke out which I lately saw when America 
went to war with Germany — the same identical spirit, the 
same purpose to do one’s best to serve human welfare through 
our country. That is just the message I want to give to you 
today, young men. Serve the country, serve her in peace as 
well as in war, serve her by sacrificing money, for example, 
high professional earnings, in order to take public office, elec- 
tive or appointive office. Serve her by your personal exertion 
in the towns, the cities, and communities where you settlé for 
your life. Look for the means, the chance, the opportunity, to 
serve democratic government. It is in democracy that the 
hope of the world lies. Commit to memory Pasteur’s definition 
of democracy when he said, “Democracy is that form of gov- 
ernment which leaves every citizen free to do his best for the 
public welfare.” Follow that. Wherever you live, take every 
chance that comes to you, and make chances, if they do not 
come, for serving the public welfare. 

One other thing I want to say to you, young men. Use the 
opportunity of selecting studies which you have at Harvard to 
find out, while you are here, in what work, in what profession, 
you can find joy all your life. That is the thing that every 
young man ought to seek to find out — in what calling, in 
what profession, in what occupation am I going to find the 
work which will give me joy all my days? I have learned by 
observation of my own life — and I have indulged very little 
in such observations — that a large part of the happiness of 
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life for me (putting aside of course domestic joys, the joys that 
come with marriage and children, apart from those joys) and 
its durable satisfactions, have come out of the joy in work. 
See to it, therefore, that you learn in what occupation or pro- 
fession you will find long and continuous joy in work. 

There is one other exhortation which I should like to give 
you. Avoid, to the utmost, introspection. Avoid dwelling on 
your own state of mind or body. Does that seem to you op- 
posite to the counsel I last gave you? I said you should seek to 
find out where you could get joy in work. No, the joy in work 
which you will need does not involve self-reference. It does 
involve study on your part, and with the help of teachers and 
friends, of existing callings among which you should find that 
one in which you will find joy. But it does not involve in- 
trospection, reflection on yourself, or any effort after “self- 
expression.” The less you think of yourselves in this world, the 
better, and the sooner you get the passion for serving others, 
at home and abroad, at home particularly, the better. 

Do not put off marriage too long. Do not wait till you can 
offer the girl you want to marry all the luxuries and privileges 
to which in her father’s home she was accustomed. When you 
have made up your own mind, give the girl a chance to tell you 
hers about marriage on a small income. 

One other exhortation. If you find that on the whole you do 
not like the profession on which you have ventured, do not 
stay init. Do not persevere in it, but find another occupation. 
I have seen in my long observation of young men many cases 
in which the happiness of life was much impaired because the 
young man thought he must stay in a profession he did not 
enjoy. Never give yourself that sort of disappointment. If 
you find the mode of life on which you have entered is not sat- 
isfying, search for another, and persevere in the search until 
you have found the right place for yourself. Remember the 
admirable example Benjamin Franklin gave in that respect. 
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When he was ten years old, his father thought it was time for 
the boy to settle on his calling, so that he might become an ap- 
prentice in the fashion of the day. So the father showed Ben- 
jamin all the trades which then existed in Boston — showed 
the boy the men at work in each trade. There were half a 
dozen of them; but when his exposition was accomplished, the 
father said to the boy, “Now you choose.”” And Benjamin did 
choose, and he chose the trade of a printer, and the perfection 
he attained in that trade was the basis of his astonishingly suc- 
cessful and serviceable career. When you come to looking at 
the professions, choosing among them, follow Benjamin Frank- 
lin’s example. 

I thank you very much for your coming here. I should like 
very much to look over these letters of students of Harvard 
University on my ninetieth birthday. A large part of the hap- 
piness I experience today comes from the fact that hundreds 
of the testimonies which have reached me come from persons 
who are complete strangers to me and always have been, from 
persons with whom, according to their stories, I never had any 
direct contact. They tell me that their careers have been de- 
termined by something they heard me say at a public meeting 
in their town, or by a passage in my writings which early at- 
tracted their attention. It is a delightful part of my experience 
today that I must try to imagine how widely diffused my in- 
fluence has been for more than sixty years past, yes, seventy 
years; and it is really a great delight to be told that actions of 
which I was at the time unconscious, and now have no mem- 
ory, have been happy events in the experience of thousands of 
persons. 

I wish for you all the attainment of a life of happiness. You 
cannot all expect to live as long as I have; but I hope you will 
all live long enough to experience the kind of happiness I have 
enjoyed today.

We would express to you, first, the gratitude we severally 
feel for your friendship, your counsel, your example.

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will value the expression of these personal attitudes not less 
than the acknowledgement of your leadership. 

This Faculty is privileged to note especially the services you 
have rendered to education at large, and particularly to the 
public schools of the United States. Throughout a period of 
more than half a century these services have been continuous, 
distinguished, and effective. 

Although we would signalize your influence on public educa- 
tion, we are not unmindful of your leadership in other fields. 
The record of your labors in the public interest is a heritage in 
which all citizens may share. You have opened to all men the 
inspiration of a philosophy wherein you have revealed the 
dignity and worth of ordinary occupations and the happiness 
to be found in the performance of common duties. Your ser- 
vices to Harvard University have placed all Harvard graduates 
and teachers forever in your debt. We join in admiration and 
respect for your fairness, candor, and good faith in administra- 
tion, for the vision and courage of your reforms in the teaching 
of medicine and the law and in the curriculum of the College, 
for the skill with which you developed the University to emi- 
nence in many fields and brought it to high national and inter- 
national standing as an institution. You have given inspira- 
tion and encouragement to uncounted students and teachers. 
For these qualities in office, for these achievements, and for the 
spirit in which you have worked, you are endeared to all who 
serve the University or who have received its benefits. 

From the University your influence spread to educational 
institutions everywhere. In your Inaugural Address you an- 
nounced the principle of liberty and based upon it the elective 
system in Harvard College. Narrow curricula and restriction 
in the choice of studies thereupon gradually gave way in 
schools and colleges throughout the country. This reform, 
foreseen at the beginning of your career, laborious to accom- 
plish, far-reaching in its benefits, is destined to stand in prin- 
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ciple as a permanent contribution to American education. 
With it you coupled untiring effort to base teaching of every 
grade and kind on accurate observation of facts and to make a 
place in education for the training of the senses. With free- 
dom, you thus combined insistence on regard for truth, urging 
always meanwhile the highest standards of research, of teach- 
ing, and of study. In ways unnumbered and beyond tracing 
your influence worked for good in our schools, invigorating, en- 
larging, and rectifying their practice. 

By virtue of our interest in the schools we may voice their 
general indebtedness to you for leadership so fundamental and 
pervasive. And we would also mark the obligation under 
which they rest for leadership in more specific ways. You have 
urged the granting of more money for the public schools. You 
have urged the value of music, of drawing, and of work with the 
hands as important elements in general education. You have 
insisted on the need of physical training in the public schools. 
By your work on the Committee of Ten you influenced de- 
cisively the development of secondary schools in the United 
States and their relation to the colleges. You have fostered the 
adoption of new methods in teaching, designed to stimulate in- 
terest and reveal the values of the subjects studied. As a mem- 
ber of the General Education Board you helped to establish its 
procedures in the beneficent administration of a great endow- 
ment. In many papers and addresses you have dealt with a 
wide range of problems in education, and with never-failing 
clarity and penetration. Your services to particular institu- 
tions, groups, and individuals have been inestimable. This 
Faculty rightly takes a special pride in recording, albeit but in 
part, a leadership so notable and services so enduring, in the 
field of its own endeavor. 

The Graduate School of Education is itself your debtor. 
You appointed its first leader to his post in this University, at 
a time when the university study of Education and the training 
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of college men and women for professional service in the schools 
were generally unwelcome. You supported him in his work 
and favored the growth of the Division of Education and the 
establishment of this School. As a member of the Overseers’ 
Committee for the School, you have given us invaluable ad- 
vice. In recognition of your services to education the Corpora- 
tion gave to the chief endowment of the School your honored 
name. 

This Faculty greets you, rejoicing to record its gratitude and 
admiration for your accomplishments and qualities, rejoicing 
in the privilege of your continued counsel, renewing its deter- 
mination to make its work worthy of your leadership and your 
example.

The Harvard Club of the Republic of Mexico—a long 
name for a little club — sends you the warmest and most cor- 
dial greetings and felicitations of every one of its members on 
your ninetieth birthday, and congratulates Harvard upon the 
splendid record of your achievements as a great educator and 
scholar and as a man. 

Not one of us who has had the privilege of personal contact 
with you but has had his ideals developed and strengthened, 
and his intellectual outlook broadened. As president of our 
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club for the past two years, I have foregathered with Harvard 
men all over Mexico from Yucatan to the border, and always 
the friendly talk, at the café table under the palms, or around a 
camp-fire at timber-line, has swung around to “Prexy” Eliot 
and our appreciation of you and of your services to Harvard. 

It may interest you to learn something about us “Mex.” 
Harvard men and what we have been doing to extend Har- 
vard’s influence south of the Rio Bravo. In June of 1921, 
three of us — the two American consuls at Mexico City and 
myself — organized the club, the largest membership of which 
has been fifteen, and which includes one Chinese and two 
Mexican graduates. 

It has seemed to us that our most practical service to Har- 
vard as well as for the betterment of understanding and fur- 
therance of friendly relations between Mexico and the United 
States would be the establishment of a Mexican scholarship at 
the University, for the training in Harvard ideals and ideas of 
a Mexican student, who should then return to Mexico and, if 
possible, spread those ideals and ideas as an educator. 

In 1922, having enlisted the codperation of the then Secre- 
tary of the Mexican Treasury and of the Rector of the Na- 
tional University and the Director of its School of Engineering, 
we selected a young Mexican second-year engineering student 
from Chihuahua, and sent him to Harvard, where he entered 
the freshman class at the Lawrence Scientific School. Through 
the generosity of Messrs. Thomas W. Lamont and Thomas W. 
Slocum, the New York Harvard Club has contributed liberally 
to the Scholarship, and it is our plan that after two years, the 
student, whose progress has been excellent, shall become self- 
supporting, to show by example that lack of funds need not be 
a deterrent to university education. 

While this work is only a mustard-seed in a very great moun- 
tain, we want you to feel that it is our training and associations 
at Harvard — itself both a living monument to your work and 
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an inspiration to its men — which have planted that mustard- 
seed of faith in evolution by constructive education, in a coun- 
try still fettered by destructive revolution.

We 
all felt the very high compliments you paid us on that occasion. 
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It is with the sincerest appreciation of the stimulating effect 
which your educational standards have had on American schol- 
arship that I again offer you the most cordial congratulations 
of the Hamline University of Minnesota.

Ir is most fitting that institutions of learning in America, 
though of different types, should unite in paying a tribute of 
admiration, gratitude, and congratulation at this time to Dr. 
Cuar_es W. Extor. For there is scarcely one of them that does 
not owe to him and his far-reaching influence, directly or in- 
directly, something of whatever real excellence it may possess 
as a centre of learning and educational power. 

Dr. Eliot became President of Harvard University when 
this country, emerging from the dislocations and devastations 
of civil war, needed to have new foundations laid and new 
structures raised in every department of its national life. For 
these he had the vision of a great architect. Fresh from years 
of travel in Europe and from investigations among its seats of 
learning, his mind was full of what a university means. He had 
seen those sources of vast power, their high and exacting stand- 
ards of equipment and application on the part of teachers and 
students alike, as well as the ever-widening and deepening in- 
fluence which they exerted upon national life. He determined 
to make, and he has made, Harvard University the equal of 
any university in the old world. 

But Dr. Eliot saw that no mere replica of any European uni- 
versity could or should be produced in this land. The ideal 
American university must grow out of, and must in fresh and 
characteristic ways react upon, the whole field of American 
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education; and it must serve the entire life — social, industrial, 
and political—of this vast Republic. He has said himself: 
“My own work has been a contribution to the prosaic, con- 
crete work of building, brick by brick, the new walls of old 
American institutions of learning.” ‘Prosaic’’ — but the 
work needed imagination, vision, energy, wisdom, consecration 
of spirit. And in these high qualities Dr. Eliot was not lacking. 
“Walls” — but he did more than build walls. He has kindled 
enthusiasm, set forth flaming ideals, inspired a multitude of 
men with zeal for thoroughness in scholarship, freedom in the 
search for truth, and devotion to the task of moulding the sons 
of America for the highest and noblest forms of service. 

Dr. Eliot, by a multitude of published articles, and by ad- 
dresses and conferences all over the country, has exercised a 
prolonged and immeasurable personal power in the rapid de- 
velopment of American education in general. Even the public- 
school system feels the thrill of his ideas concerning the noble 
calling and civic influence of the teacher. He set before the 
country the fact that the greatest work of organized society 
must be the wise training of every child and youth, morally as 
well as intellectually, for the highest forms of citizenship. 
Nothing less will make democracy intelligent, morally sound, 
and politically secure. 

The whole nation confesses the force of his words, the high 
quality of his convictions on great public questions, the in- 
spiration of his personal example. The saying is true that 
“When Eliot speaks, America listens.” And America hears 
from him only words which call her citizens to highest moral 
standards and to the deep vital principles involved in the 
maintenance and right use of their unexampled freedom. 

It is impossible not to realize that in all his work Dr. Ehot 
has expressed an earnest religious spirit. For him, the apostle 
and organizer of education in all its forms and elements, the 
well-known words of the great English man of letters have ex- 
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«“ 


pressed a vital truth — that the aim of true culture is “to 


make reason and the will of God prevail.” 

We, therefore, representing the three schools which, as the 
Hartford Seminary Foundation, are engaged in training Chris- 
tian workers for the ministry and for other forms of service at 
home and on the foreign field, gladly unite in the warm con- 
gratulations which come to Dr. Eliot on the attainment of the 
ninetieth anniversary of his birth. We do this the more 
heartily in that his own ideals of Christian service have been 
lofty, and have found expression in many a moving description 
of the nature of such service as well as in the administration of 
his own University and its Divinity School. May the re- 
mainder of his life’s pathway be “‘as the dawning light that 
shineth more and more until the perfect day.”

The Faculty of the University of Texas experiences the 
deepest pleasure in felicitating you upon the ninetieth anni-

the First Educator and First Citizen of America. Throughout 
all the nation your achievements are celebrated on this high 
day. 

Rarely has it been the privilege of any man to play a rdle so 
significant, and to live through so many years to enjoy the 
abundant fruitage of his labors. Rarely, too, has it been the 
lot of any to achieve so much and yet to be universally admired 
and enshrined in the affections of the entire nation. Yours has 
been the luxurious life of the loftiest service, without the en- 
mity and rancor which too frequently attend even the greatest 
service to human welfare. 

History has come to recognize you as the chief organizer of 
the American school system. Once only in the evolution of a 
nation is it the privilege of any man to lay the permanent 
foundations of its educational institutions. Beginning your 
career upon the close of the Civil War as the President of our 
oldest college, for two-score years you inspired the intellectual 
energies of this land. At the time when all our schools were 
rapidly evolving, you welded them into an articulate unity, 
and thus became the organizer of the American school system, 
both private and public, both higher and lower. 

Your first achievement was that of moulding the several in- 
stitutions for higher education into an organic life. To expand 
Harvard College into a genuine university by adding the Grad- 
uate School, to codrdinate with it the various professional 
schools of medicine, law, engineering, science, and theology, 
to lift Harvard from a colonial college to the plane of a national 
university, and then to bring it international eminence, were 
achievements of the highest order, sufficient to immortalize 
the most ambitious. But your services in bringing codperation 
among the numerous independent colleges, in elevating their 
standards and relating them to the secondary schools, were 
even more remarkable. 
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Your career paralleled the period of our educational history 
which witnessed the rise of the American high school. Your 
breadth of vision soon discerned the significance of this new 
institution, and through your efforts it was brought into affilia- 
tion with the colleges. 

Finally, through your instrumentality the elementary school 
was harmonized with the higher institutions of our country to 
form a broad system of public education in articulate relation- 
ship, from the kindergarten to the university. 

Not only were you the leader in the organization of our in- 
stitutions, but their liberator as well. You found our schools 
and colleges hobbled by a narrow traditionalism in their scope, 
curricula, and methods of instruction. You labored to enrich 
the curricula by increasing the number of subjects taught, and 
to destroy the blighting uniformity which subjected every 
mind to the same academic mould. In place of formalism, you 
demanded methods which emphasize creative scholarship in 
every stage of the educational process. 

We honor you most of all, however, for the spirit and man- 
ner in which these great things were accomplished. Without 
authority of government, without the power of a dictator, or 
even the influence of a public servant, you had to rely wholly 
on the force of reason, on the power of persistent persuasion. 
Your broad knowledge of education, you catholicity of interest, 
your scorn for mere empirical and utilitarian ends, and your 
abiding and contagious faith in the dignity and soundness of 
human intelligence have accomplished among a democratic 
and individualistic people what is usually brought about only 
by absolute power. Nor, withal, did you condescend to the 
arts of the demogague in order to win popular approval for 
your plans. Your superb leadership, at once congenial and 
firm, but never condescending or insolent, will ever remain as a 
true example of how high-minded men should act in public 
concerns. 
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Recognizing such signal services to our country and the ad- 
mirable manner in which you labored, we gladly take this great 
occasion to express to you our deepened sense of indebtedness, 
and to wish for you a continuance in the highest measure of the 
blessings of public usefulness and private happiness.

President Eliot took up the studies of educational adminis- 
tration with a mind liberalized by sound scientific training, and 
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exercised in scientific research. He brought to it a spirit not 
less practical than progressive, harmonized to the rhythm of 
the modern world. He entered upon his duties already an ex- 
pert in education, with intimate and broad knowledge of the 
best achievement of his time. 

For forty years Charles William Eliot dominated the history 
of American education and stamped it with the symbols of his 
power. The high schools were enriched and dignified. The col- 
leges felt a new wind of freedom. The graduate schools were 
born into a higher life. Professional education awoke to a 
truer vision of its duty and its privileges. 

Dr. Eliot has proved himself a great educational liberal. His 
secret was living faith in the old axioms of educational science. 
His genius was the gift of breathing into them new dynamic 
potency. 

Charles William Eliot in the field of public affairs stands for 
social justice and industrial harmony, for intellectual comity 
and world peace. For the realization of these great ends, this 
noble teacher leans on the teaching of the Man of Nazareth, 
who, in Eliot’s phrase, has been “‘the undying root of all the 
best in human history since He lived.” 

On his ninetieth birthday we salute Charles William Eliot, 
Administrator, Reformer, Publicist, and Peacemaker.

AMERICAN ACADEMY OF ARTS AND SCIENCES 


Tue American Academy of Arts and Sciences, the senior scien- 
tific society in Massachusetts, salutes and congratulates its 
senior member on his ninetieth birthday. 

The relation of President Eliot to the Academy has been ex- 
traordinary, both in its duration and its distinction. He was 
elected to membership on November 11, 1857, being at that 
time but twenty-three years of age, and being nominated by a 
notable group of scholars (J. P. Cooke, Joseph Lovering, 
Francis Bowen, Asa Gray, B. A. Gould, C. T. Jackson, and 
E.H. Horsford), who appear to have discerned in the young tu- 
tor of mathematics, only four years out of college, the promise 
of later achievements. Thus for a period of sixty-seven years, 
covering nearly one half of the history of the Academy since its 
establishment in 1780, President Eliot has given continuous 
and generous service as active member, judicious counsellor, 
and frequent contributor to its publications. He was a mem- 
ber of the Council in 1875-77 and in 1881-83; of the Rumford 
Committee of Publication in 1866-68.

Parsons Cooke is printed in volume 30 of the Proceedings, pp. 
530-543: 

These technical studies, which seemed to indicate for him the 
profession of a teacher of chemistry, became, however, an open 
door through which he entered his more comprehensive career. 
The habits of accurate observation, patient generalization, and 
unperturbed loyalty to truth, acquired in the laboratory, and 
reinforced by self-discipline and self-effacement, were applied 
by him, when chosen President of Harvard University in 1869, 
to the problems of the higher education; and soon transformed 
the limited curriculum of Harvard College, with its loosely 
affiliated schools of law, medicine, and theology, into an or- 
ganic university, with expanding opportunities of academic 
liberty. No transition in the history of American education 
has been more significant and fruitful than that which was thus 
accomplished by the method of science applied to the aims of a 
university; and it is an impressive evidence of the young Presi- 
dent’s range of intellectual sympathy that his first step in the 
promotion of graduate studies was not in the extension of 
those technical interests with which he had been personally 
concerned, but in the promotion of the study of philosophy. 

The Academy recalls this epoch-making career of its senior 
member with peculiar pride. The type of scholar which Presi- 
dent Eliot represents is the type which the Academy was in- 
stituted to create and to encourage; and the influence of such 
a character, extending far beyond the special sphere of the 
University and illustrating to the American people the effect 
of integrity, magnanimity, courage, and hope, 1s to the Aca- 
demy a reassuring evidence that it is still the truth which 
makes men free.

Instructions to Aids and Marshals 


Tue celebration of President Eliot’s ninetieth birthday on March 20, 


1924, will consist of afternoon exercises in Sanders Theatre and the 
Yard. 


The following time schedule will be observed as strictly as possible 
and the punctual codperation of Aids and Marshals will be especially 
directed to that end, on which the effectiveness of the ceremonies so 
largely depends. 


2.30 All Aids and Marshals report at Sanders Theatre. 

2.45 South door of Memorial Hall and doors of Sanders Theatre 
opened to reserved seat ticket-holders, Officers of Instruc- 
tion and Administration and Alumni. 

Memorial Hall will be opened to all University and Alumni 
Officials, Delegates, and guests designated to march in the 
Procession. 

3.00 Music by the Orchestra will begin in Sanders Theatre. 

3.10 Reservations of space in Sanders Theatre for ticket-holders, 
Officers of Instruction and Administration, and Alumni 
will close, and doors will be opened to the public, if space 
permits. 

3.15 Procession formed in Memorial Hall. 

3.25 Doors closed to the public. 

President Eliot and escort arrive. 

President Lowell, Chief Justice Taft, Justice Sanford, and 
President Angell arrive. 

Governor Cox and escort arrive. 

3.28 Procession starts from Memorial Hall and enters Sanders 
Theatre. 

3.30 Meeting begins. 

5.00 Meeting ends. 

President Eliot and escort proceed to the Yard. 

5.10 President Eliot and escort arrive in front of University Hall. 

Greetings of Students of the University. 

5.20 President Eliot escorted to his house. 


All Aids and Marshals will report to the Chief Marshal in Sanders 
Theatre at 2.30 Pp. M. and receive their badges and batons. Aids will 
wear cutaway coats, white knotted scarfs, and silk hats. Marshals will 
wear academic costume. Aids and Marshals will leave their coats and 
hats near the door of the Dining Hall so as to be able to get them 
promptly after the exercises in Sanders Theatre. Aids will retain 
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their hats, but will not wear them in Memorial Hall, in the Transept, 
or during the Procession. 

Aid Wells is detailed as personal aid to President Eliot, will keep in 
touch with him as much as may be necessary during the day, and will 
be in attendance from the time that President Eliot leaves his house 
until his return. 

The following will act as escort to President Eliot from his house to 
Memorial Hall: 


Mr. Perkins, representing the President and Fellows. 

Aid Wolcott, representing the Board of Overseers. 

Aid Lyman, representing the Faculties. 

Aid Wells, representing the Alumni. 

Marshal Hubbard, representing the Students of the University. 
Aid Fosdick, representing the Honorary Committee of Citizens. 


The above escort will leave Memorial Hall at 2.45 in two automo- 
biles, to be in readiness at the South Door, and proceed to President 
Eliot’s house, 17 Fresh Pond Parkway, corner of Brattle Street. The 
escort will there hold themselves in readiness to return with President 
Eliot to Memorial Hall, arranging to arrive at the South Door at 3.25. 
Mr. Perkins and Aids Wells and Fosdick will accompany the President 
Emeritus in the first automobile. Upon arrival, Aid Wells will conduct 
him to the head of the Procession and the other aids will immediately 
take their designated places in the line. 

Aid Phillips will accompany Chief Justice Taft from Washington to 
President Lowell’s house and attend him during the afternoon exercises. 
Aids Phillips, Warren, and Seymour will be at the President’s house, 
17 Quincy Street, at 3.10 and escort President Lowell, Chief Justice 
Taft, Mr. Justice Sanford, and President Angell to Memorial Hall. 
Aid Seymour will see that automobiles are available in case weather 
or convenience requires their use for this purpose. On arriving at 
Memorial Hall at 3.25 Mr. Justice Sanford, President Lowell, Chief 
Justice Taft, and President Angell will be conducted to their assigned 
places at the head of the Procession in the doorway of the Dining Hall. 
Marshal Post will conduct the Governor’s staff, upon their entrance 
into the Theatre in the Procession, to seats 41 to 40, reserved for them 
on the Floor. 

Aid Merriman, with the Marshals assigned to the several groups, 
will be in the Dining Hall at 2.45, and so far as possible assist those 
who are to march in the Procession to range themselves along the 
centre aisle of the Hall, as nearly as may be in positions corresponding 
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to the order in which the Order of Procession will be called. The 
assignments of Marshals for this purpose are as follows:

Marshal Post 


Marshals Bacon and David will be assigned to general duties for the 
assistance of the Chief Marshal. 

Aid Robinson, in codperation with the Head Usher, will have general 
charge of the seating in Sanders Theatre and will supervise the work 
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of the Marshals assigned to the doors. These assignments will be as 
follows: 

Marshals Maynadier and Cram will be in charge of the South Door 
of Memorial Hall. They will direct the door-keepers and decide any 
questions of admission or exclusion with which the door-keepers are 
unable to cope. They will keep in touch with Aid Robinson in order 
to prevent persons from being admitted beyond the point of safety. 
In the event of excessive congestion at the entrance, they will command 
the services of the police on duty there. 

Marshal Yeomans will look after the south floor entrance to Sanders 
Theatre and Marshal Lyman the north floor entrance. 

Marshal Leighton will look after the south first-balcony entrance to 
Sanders Theatre and Marshal Little the north first-balcony entrance. 

All Marshals on duty at the doors will make special efforts to ensure 
that aged or infirm persons are shown special consideration by the 
ushers and directed to the best and most accessible seats available. 

Marshal Luce, on the entrance of the Citizens Committee into 
Sanders Theatre, in the Procession, will direct the first twenty on to 
the Platform and the rest to the two front rows on the Floor. Aid 
Fosdick will assist in arranging the order of the Citizens Committee 
before the Procession is formed, so as to facilitate this division and 
ensure the precedence of the older members. 

Aid Davison will have entire charge of the music, including that 
to be given by the Orchestra, the Glee Club, and the Harvard Band. 
The Orchestra will play in the gallery over the platform of Sanders 
Theatre from 3.00 to 3.30. As the Procession is about to enter the 
Theatre a signal will be given to the leader of the Orchestra to cease 
playing, and to begin the entering march. This will be continued until 
all on the platform are seated. After the benediction the Orchestra 
will play while President Eliot and his escort retire. Aid Davison will 
also arrange for music to be played by the Harvard Band in the Yard 
from 4.45 until President Eliot arrives from Sanders Theatre. Upon 
the appearance of his automobile entering the Meyer Gate (north), 
appropriate music will be played until the automobile comes to a stop 
in front of University Hall. 

When the benediction has been pronounced at the end of the exer- 
cises in Sanders Theatre, Aid Wells and Marshal Hubbard will conduct 
the President Emeritus and Mr. Justice Sanford to University Hall 
by automobile, leaving by the South Door. Aids Phillips and Seymour 
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will similarly conduct President Lowell and Chief Justice Taft. Aids 
Cheever and Wolcott will conduct the President of the Associated 
Harvard Clubs and the Governor of the Commonwealth; Aids Rand 
and Merriman will conduct the Dean of the Faculty of Arts and 
Sciences and the President of Yale University. The automobiles will 
be parked behind University Hall. 

All other occupants of platform seats will then withdraw from the 
Theatre, and proceed to the Yard on foot, if they wish to do so. Aid 
Warren will conduct the members of the Governor’s Staff to the Yard, 
where they will rejoin the Governor. 

To avoid delay, the Aids assigned to each of the principal dignitaries 
should arrange with the servants in charge of the check-room in Me- 
morial Hall, before the Procession is formed, to make coats and hats 
promptly available at the end of the meeting. Aid Seymour will see 
that special tables are reserved for this purpose in the small dining 
room. 

Aids and Marshals other than those in attendance on the principal 
dignitaries will make their way to the Yard as promptly as possible 
and stand together in front of University Hall until the ceremony is 
over. 

The Chief Marshal and Aid Wells will then escort President Eliot 
to his house, leaving the Yard by the Johnston Gate (west). Aids 
Phillips, Seymour and Rand will escort Chief Justice Taft, Justice 
Sanford, and President Lowell, respectively, to 17 Quincy Street. 
Aid Warren will accompany Governor Cox and his staff to their auto- 
mobiles, which will be parked behind University Hall. 
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
